Dominguez area will be
awarded Dec. 27 by the

Contractors’ bide were
opened Friday in the offices
of County Flood Control Dis-
trict Chief Engineer Walter

The work, expected to cost
about $117,000, will involve
drilling 22 observation wells
which are an integral part of
the project designed to halt
encroachment of sea water
into fresh supplies in the
area,

The wells will be spotted
in Sanford Avenue, G Street,
Blinn Avenue, L Street, Wain-
right Avenue, Grant Street,
MacDonough Avenue, Pacific
Coast Highway, O Street, Mar
Vista Avenue, Lomita Boule-
vard, and the Dominguez
Channel right of way

Some wells also will be
drilled in property owned by
Phillips Petroleum Co., Tide-
water Oil Co, and Southern
California Edison Co
